Thus far the New Judiciary sys- 
tem has not had such a practical 
trial as to test its efficency or to 
prove the wisdom of the change. 
It is apparent that it will result in 
more or less inconvenience, and in 
some cases hardship. This is not 
owing to the amount of real work 
that our courts will have todo, as 
much as it is to the great territory 
over which the work will extend. 
Without some adjuncts to the sys- 
tem which will aid in the expedi- 
tion of business and afford ready re- 
lief when needed, it appears now 
that there will be much cause of 
complaint. The distribution of the 
various counties of the State neces- 
sarily takes the presiding Judge, 
at times, hundreds of miles away 
from a portion of his jurisdiction, 
and let the emergency be what it 
may, both time and money and oc- 
casionally private and public inter- 
ests will have to be sacrificed. 
Thus far there has been but little 
proposed legislation looking toward 
or affording any relief. In this 
little is an Act which is now pend- 
ing in the Assembly providing for a 
Court Commissionerin each county 
of the State, giving him the power 
to dispose of certain ex-party mat- 

ters aud to perform certain other 
duties that will expedite business, 
and afford limited relief. This of- 
_ficer is to have no other emolu- 
ments than fees, and his services 
will be a matter of option with 
those who have business in the 
courts. That it should be a law, ho 
one who can appreciate the neces- 
sity of euch an officer, can question. 
While the office wil! not be a court, 
it will be a great auxillary to the 
court. Th: constitutional inhibi- 
tions are such that it cannot be as 
broad as local necessities demand, 
yet, through it much relief can be 
affurded. The measure should be- 
come a law, and sh8uld vest in the 
Court Commissioner all the power 
it is possible to do, and if it does 
not fully provide for that, it should 
be mabe to do so.

FOREICN DISPATCHES 


A Clash of Authority. 
ParRIs, February 11. 

Ata ball at the Elysee palace last 
evening arumor was circulated that 
Gen. Boulanger’s Aid-de-camp had 
applied to the foreign office for a pass- 
port on the ground that he was to bear 
a letter from Boulanger to the Em- 
peror of Russia; that M. Flourenz, the 
Foreign minister, refused to grant the 
passport and that a violent scene took 
place between Gen. Boulanger and M. 
Flourenz, the former explaining that 
the letter was not for -he Czar but for 
the Russian war minister, and the lat- 
ter that the communication must 
traverse the regular diplomatic chan- 
nels. The Aid-de-camp is still in 
Paris. y 


War-Like Indications. 
BERLIN, February 11. 

Advices from Algiers, published in 
the Kreuz Zeitung, have caused much 
excitement here. Despatches say that 
a number of generals and staff officers 
have lett Algeria to assume their com- 
mands in Francs; that four battalions 
ofthe 12th Army Corps, stationed at 
Algeria have been ordered to hold 
themselves in readiness to embark. 
Preparations are being made at the 
different ports to expedite the ship- 
ment oftroops. Territorial troops, the 
dispatches say, are to take the place 
of the battalions leaying Algeria, 


The Pope Stands Firm. 
Rome, February 11. 

In consequence of the recent 
speeches of the leaders of the German 
centre party, the papal Secretary sent 
another letter tothe Nuncioat Munich 
saying the Pope, in spite of the declar- 
ation of the Centres leaders, maint-ins 
the views expressed in his former let- 
ters.

Heavy Losses by Fieed. 
Lyons, Mich., February 11. 

The flood here is simply terrible; a 
panic has seized some of the people, 
and it is impossible to estimate the 
losses, The water in some places is 
four feet deep in many residences, and 
the same state of affairs prevails in the 
store-rooms. Everybody is moving 
or preparing to move, Last night was 
the most exciting the village has ever 
experienced. Up to last night, three 
buildings bad been washed away and 
many others were badly damaged. 
At Muirthe same serious conditions 
prevail, and the merchants have aban- 
doned their stores. Adyices from 
other points are to the same effect, but 
Lyons seems to be the worst. Three 
Rivers is surrounded with water and 
all the shops have been closed at that 
point. Immense lumber piles are 
afloat, The Lake Shore Railway 
track is in great danger of being 
washed away. At Owosso, six inches 
of snow fell last night and the river 
is still rising. A Monroe special says 
the river has been qgowly rising for 
the last 24 hours, but the ice has 
broken, giving a free passage to the 
lake. The banks of the river are lined 
with immense walls of ice, rising 8 or 
10 feet above the present high water 
mark, and great fields of ice of the 
same thickness fill all streets adjacent 
tothe river. At Jackson the pressure 
of water in Grand river in the mill 
pond above the city was too great, and 
last night all the sluices were opened 
with the result that the water rose sev- 
eral feet, and the Grand Trnnks bridge 
is now under water. The cellars in 
the business blocks in the center of 
the town are all flooded from 18 inches 
to 2'4 feet. The Stace fair grounds are
